Man charged with 
attempted murder after

A Belle Glade police officer was placed on 
administrative leave after shooting a suspect 
who attempted (о run him down with an all- 
terrain vehicle July 4.

It's nearing midnight. You're traveling down 

the interstate alone and spot a car stopped on 

the side of the road. The hood is open and a 


- woman with a small child in her arms is trying 


to wave down a passerby for help. What should 
you do? 

"You'll be making a spur of the moment deci- 
sion. There are some quick questions you'll have 
to ask yourself," says Radford University profes- 
sor of physical and health education Martin 
Turnauer, 4 

Turnauer, who lectures to students on automo- 
bile and travel safety, admits there are по set-in- 
stone rules for doing the right:thing when it 
comes to being a good Samaritan on the high- 
way. “I wish there were iron-clad facts I could 
give people, but I always. Say it's basically gut 
instinct." Travelers have several issues they 
must think about when they're out on the road. 
alone, and many issues are the same whether it 
be daylight or dark, Turnauer says. 

"Turnauer suggests some basic things to look 
for when you have to make a decision: Are there 
other people in the car? Are there children you 
can see? How is the person dressed? Is the car a 
newer or older model? Does the person appear to 
be pointing at something on the car? Is the per- 
son holding anything? These questions are not. 
meant to stereotype, Turnauer emphasizes, but 
to allow the motorist a quick assessment of the 


situation. If a woman is standing beside an older > 


model car with a baby, iri her arms and it's late 
at night, the gut instinct would be.stop and 
assist. "You're the one who has to decide," 
Turnauer stresses. 

Motorists always have the choice of bypassing 
a stranded traveler but stopping at the next exit 
to make a courtesy call. That would be helpful 
and safe; Turnauer says, „adding since: тапу 
trayelers carry cell phones, they could immedi- 

ately call for help. г, 

‘What do you do when it's late at night and you 
see someone pointing to his car, perhaps indicat- 
ing he may have a flat? "If it's dark, how do you 
know if it's. really flat or how can you tell if he 
may have a gun. in*his-hand?" Turnauer asks. 
"The best option would probably. be to go on to 
the next exit and make a call for him. I am not“ 
sure it would be wise to stop, not knowing what

Turnauer also offers these safety traveling 
tips: + 
- Don't ever carry more than 82 or $3 at 
any time when traveling. "Credit cards and 
check debit cards are accepted just about every-, 
where. There would be no reason to carry huge 
amounts of cash." Carrying cash is just asking 
for trouble. · 

- Winter travel naturally necessitates more 
preparation. "Carry:a blanket in case you get 
stranded and must wait for help." Should you 
make that judgment call to stop and assist 
another traveler, the blanket could’be useful in 
extreme: weather conditions. Also remember 
umbrellas, shovels, gloves and extra outer wear. 
- No matter what time of year, always carry a , 
flashlight. Flashlights don't:work without good <? 
batteries, so keep those on hand. 

- If you own.a cell phone, keep it with you. 
"People can get а cell phone and use it for 911

So far, so good. The first 
month of thee2000 hurricane 
season was quiet. Two tropical 
depressions did forni during 
June-the first in the Gulf of 
Mexico and thé second in the 
eastern Atlantic-but neither 
developed into a tropical storm. 

Thats not too surprising 
Since June tends to be a very 
quiet month in the tropics. In 
fact, June has fewer hurricanes 
than November. 

July is relatively calm, too. 
From 1886 to 1999, just 38 hur- 
ricanes formed during the 
month of July. 

August, September and’ 
October, on the other hand, are 
traditionally the busiest period 
of the hurricane season. Since 
1886, 477 hurricanes have 
formed during those three 
months, 

The vast majority of the 
major hurricanes-storms with 
sustained winds of 111 mph- 
also develop during August, 
September and October. These 
are the storms we all know on a 
first-nanie basis-names like 
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and 


In recent years, it seems 
we've gotten to know а lot. of 
major hurricanes. From 1995 to 


* 1999, 20 major hurricanes 


formed in the tropical Atlantic, 
double the normal amount. ^ 

One of the nation's top hurri- 
cane experts thinks he knows 
why so many big storms have 
formed' in- recent years. Dr. 
William Gray of Colorado State 
University believes major hur- 
ricane activity runs in cycles, 
and.he's convinced that a very 
active cycle is currently under- 
way. 

Even more ominous, Gray 
thinks this period of higher- 
than-normal activity is likely to 
continue for many more years, 
perhaps through the first two. 
decades of the 21st century. 

Gray says these cyclés seem 
to run in 20-year periods. From 
1946 to 1965, for example, 68 
major hurricanes formed-in the 
tropical Atlantic, The next 
twenty. years saw far fewer 
major storms-just 36. 

What produces these cycles 
of, hurricane activity? Gray is 


convinced the answer is found , 


in the deep waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

In the past five years, those 
waters have 'been much 
warmer that the preceding five 
years. This shift in sea surface 
temperature-produced by what 
Gray calls the Atlantic Ocean 
thermohaline circulation-had 
helped to produce the higher-

Atlantic basin major hurricane 
activity may he expected to per- 
sist through the early decades 
of the 21st century.” 

-And with more hurricanes 
wandering the waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean, Caribbean Sea 
and Gulf of Mexico, comes.the 
possibility of more hurricanes 
making landfall in the United 
States. 

The last 10 years are a good 
example. From 1990 to 1994, 
eight tropical storms/hurri- 
canes struck the U.S. coastline. 
But during the latter half of the 
1990's, 21' tropical storms/hur- 
ricanes hit the United States. 

Florida has undergone an 
explosion of development arid. 
population since the last active 
hurricane cycle in the 1940's. 
Since major hurricanes pro- 
duce 80 percent of all hurricane 
damage, Gray says if the cur- | 
rent active cycle continues, it į 
could mean big problems for 
Florida and other coastal com- 
munities. 

By the way, Gray is predict- 
ing four major hurricanes will 
form this year, most likely dur- 
ing August, September or 
October.
